• FIVE OF THE University’s top-notch debaters proved they 
could do something more than squabble over government owner- 
ship of the railroads when they succeeded in lifting the name of 
Cole Reasin above those of oVer 200 delegates attending the DelU 
Sigma Rho Convention In Chicago, last week, and electing him 
speaker of the society's second annual meeting. 

Reasin’s election was something of a climax to his three years 
of varsity debate at the University. His other achievements in- 
clude presidency of the debate council last year, a second place In 
the FYeshman oratorical contest in 1938, arid membership in the 
Speaker'i Bureau and Delta Sigma 
Rho, the honorary debate society.

Travel Is under your own 
steam such as foot, bicycle, horse- 
back or canoe. There Is no smoking 
In these hostels and early retiring 
and early rising Is the custom.” 

To secure admission to the hos- 
tels a membership pass must be ob- 
tained. This it done by sending $2 
if over 21 and $1 If under 21 to the 
American Youth Hostel.

If we try to be a "big broth- 
er” to the South American coun- 
tries, they will seek "big brothers’* 
elsewhere, and If we try to do thla 
by force, we are no different from 
the Nazia.” 

Streeaing the importance of teach- 
ing Spanlah, and of teaching it cor- 
rectly, Dean Doyle cloaed with the 
statement that the University haa 
been doing more than Its share in 
the promotion ot wholehearted In- 
ter-Americanism, and this long b^ 
fore the public in general became 
aware of the Importance of Latin 
Amariom

House into campus politics Is one of 
the pinnacles in the rocky, though 
ever-smoothenlng, athletic story of 
the school. 

Five years ago such a move would 
have been impoaslble, simply be- 
cause the representative varsity 
man of that era had neither the 
desire nor the opportunity to min-, 
gle with the rest of the student 
body.

Back in 1931, when Jim Plxlee 
first attempted to start the school 
on the road to the “big-time," G.W. 
possessed approximately the same 
degree of fame in the athletic world 
as Podunk Normal. Plxlee had to 
sell an unknown to promising high 
school athletes in the fact of com- 
petition from larger and more at- 


tractive eastern unlverdtlee. It waa 
Impoaalble to expect that we would 
get the cream of the crop, and, for 
the moat part (Leemans being a 
notable exception), we didn't, which 
serves to explain our lion’s share 
of transfer athletes during those 
years. These transfer athletes, inci- 
dentally (transfers from senior col- 
leges), were largely responsible for 
the outlook of the group as a 
whole. Being several years older 
then the high echool athlete, and 
having a pretty good Idea of what 
the score was, they discounted reg- 
ulations and restrictions and were 
as much Interested in athletics as a 
means of livelihood as of educa- 
tion. Thus the non-transfer rule, 
passed In 1^, helped considerably 
to alter the complexion of the 
group to what It is today, since It's 
to be expected that boys unwarped 
by environmental experience would 
have much more of an cdu<aitlonal 
outlook. 

Reinhart and Farrington 
This trend, of course, didn’t }ust 
happen. Bill Reinhart who became 
head coach of football In 1938, and 
Max Farrington, who became direc- 
tor of athletics at the same time, 
have always been two of the mov- 
ing spirits in the constant attempt 
to better the calibre of boy. Far- 
rington's efforts, which would eas- 
ily fill several coluitms, were cli- 
maxed by our admission into the 
Southern Conference last Decem- 
ber, an entrance which, as one of 
the dally papers put it, officially 
— removed the tag of "roughneck” 
from the school. As for Reinhart's 
lu- work, we can only say to those of
